Assistant Marshal Bromhall came 
up, and 01 deled the crowd to dispi-rso. Some 
of the negroes quietly did so, but the more 
belligerent of the crowd show ed a disposi- 
tion to be ugly, Brewer among the munber. 
He was very abusive and \\hen Bromhall 
finally advanced toward him and ordered 
him to leave the town he levelud his rifle at 
the marshal and cried. "Halt !'' Bromhall 
disregarded the command and continued to 
advance. He had almost i cached the black 
desj>erado when the latter tired. 


Ilruinliall Fell Mortiill} Wounded. 


The whole affair passed in le>s time than it 


lequires to tell, but as the officer fell several 
white witnesses rushed toward Brewer to se- 
cure him. Oife of these is supposed to have 
been W. S. Wood, w ho was shot and in- 
btautly killed. The blacks and whites at 
once separated as if by instinct, and the fir- 
ing became general. 
Several women and 


children were near the place at the time, 
and added to the terror of the scvne by their 
cries, as they fled. 
Every nsailiible point of 


shelter were utilised by the combatants, and 
the fusllade was started. 


It k probable that when fuller accounts 


are recen ed. the list of w ounded will be very 
long. The whites fought d<s]>eratcly, and a 
grand ralry drove the negroes out of town. 
It was a running fight. Uitli sides keeping up 
the firing. 
The blanks then took shelter in a 


swamp and disappeared. Then the tiring 
ceased. It was merely a plan ot ambush, as 
was shown when one of the more ventur- 
M_>me of the pursuers was shot and killed. 
The s,w amp. however, was surrounded and 
bloody details are expected every moment.
